Sentences of Persons Summarily Convicted. 

Of the 11,915 persons summarily convicted on charges by the Magistrates, 
63 were sentenced to imprisonment for 6 months and above 3 months, 45 for 3 
months and above 2 months, 143 for 2 months and above 1 month, 233 for 1 
month and above 14 days, 94 for 14 days and under, 8 were sent to Police Cells, 
12 were sent to Reformatories, 11,152 were fined, 132 were held to bail, 2 were 
sentenced to whipping, and 31 were otherwise disposed of. (See Table III.). 

Percentage of the Convictions of Persons made Amenable. 

Of the persons proceeded against summarily, 77 per cent, were convicted. 

Juvenile Courts. 

The number of Children and Young Persons charged with Offences during the 
year and dealt with in Juvenile Courts was 1,178, viz. : — 147 charged with 
Indictable Offences and 1,031 with Non-indictable Offences.

Orders were made against parents or guardians, under Section 99 of the Children 
Act, 1908, in 45 cases to enter into recognizances. (See Table IV.) 

Intoxicating Liquor Laws. 

Each Inspector and Sergeant is required to specially visit licensed premises at ' 
uncertain hours during his patrol, for the purpose of detecting breaches of the ' 
Licensing Laws. 

These officers paid visits during the year — 

13,355 to Public Houses. 

2,145 to Spirit Grocers and Beer Dealers. 

Total 15,500 

Offences by Licensed Persons. — 36 publicans and 7 spirit grocers, were prosecuted 
during the year. Total 43, as compared with 28 in year 1918, being an increase 
of 15. Two cases were withdrawn, 8 cases were dismissed with caution, 10 without 
caution, and 23 were convicted and fined in sums varying from £1 to £10. (See 
Table V.). 

Drunkenness. — The charges of drunkenness, not combined with any other 
offence dealt with summarily, numbered 884, viz., 394 males and 490 females, 
against 790, viz., 403 males and 387 females, in 1918, and 1,047, viz., 473 males and 
574 females, in 1917. 

The number similarity dealt with for being drunk and disorderly was 315, 
viz., 89 males and 226 females, against 274, viz., 66 males and 208 females, in 
1918, and 391, viz., 107 males and 284 females, in 1917. 

The number arrested for drunkenness while in charge of vehicles, &c., was 21 
against 15 in 1918, and 30 in 1917. 

The number arrested for drunkenness, combined with offences other than 
disorderly conduct, was 40, against 40 in 1918, and 52 in 1917. 

The total number of persons who were drunk when arrested by the police during 
the year was 1,230 against 1,119 in 1918 and 1,521 in 1917. 

Licences opposed by the Police. — 62 applications for new, renewal, and transfer 
licences were opposed by the Police at Licensing Sessions. Sixty were granted 
and two refused. (See Table VIII.) 

Previous Convictions for Drunkenness. — 34 persons were convicted of drunkenness 
three and less than five times, 11 five and less than ten times during the year. Total 
45, against 30 in 1918. (See Table IX.)

Persons under Police Supervision. 

Twenty persons were under Police observation in Dublin during the year. 
Of this number 2 left for other districts in Ireland, 3 left Ireland, in 3 cases the ® 
Supervision was remitted by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, in 6 cases 
Supervision expired, and 6 were under Supervision in the District at the end of 
the year. (See Table X.) 


Thieves and Persons of known Bad Character. 

The number of thieves- and persons of known bad character at large within the 
Police District in the month of October, 1919, was 24, against 24 in 1918. (See 
Table XI.)

Since the year 1909 the number of Licensed Motor Vehicles of all classes has 
increased from 45 to 250, or over 455-5 per cent. The number of Outside Cars has 
decreased from 852 to 528—38 per cent. The number of Cabs has decreased from 
633 to 412 — 34-9 per cent, within the same period. 

An inspection of all Hackney Vehicles was held in May, and the owners of 
vehicles observed to be unserviceable were required to have them properly repaired. 

There is an increase of 5 in the number of summons cases, and an increase of 
20 in the number of arrests, as compared with the year 1918. 

Two drivers’ Licences were revoked, and one driver was refused the renewal of 
his Licence. 

Property found in Hackney Vehicles. — There were 184 articles of property 
surrendered to the Police by drivers during the year, of which number 97 were 
claimed. The articles included 84 umbrellas and walking sticks, two pairs of gold- 
mounted pince-nez, a pair of gold-mounted spectacles, a lady s gold watch, a 
camera, and several overcoats, travelling rugs, &c. 

Sums amounting to £8 10s. 3 \d. were found in vehicles and surrendered to 
the Police.
